f ~ All the previously withheld classified FBI information may be disclosed. 

All the previously withheld classified FBI information is exempt from disclosure pursuant to 
subsection(s) of Title 5, United States Code, Section 552/552a. 

^ Portions of the declassified information are exempt from disclosure pursuant to subsection(s) of 
Title 5, United States Code, Section 552/552a. Deletions have been made to protect information 
which is exempt from disclosure, with the appropriate exemptions noted on the page next to the 
excision. When appropriate, a deleted page information sheet was inserted in the file to indicate 
where pages were withheld entirely. The exemptions used to withhold information are marked 
below and explained on the enclosed Explanation of Exemptions. 
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100 pages were reviewed and 56 pages are being released.
